HE REIGN OF Nick Bockwinkel as AWA champion 

is just beginning again. After recapturing his belt from 
Otto Wanz, the once and present champion has proven 
again that he is the dominant force in AWA. It will take a 
special man to defeat him again and keep him from 
regaining his crown. 

At the same time, there is the sense that Bockwinkel is 
ready to fall. These two thoughts may seem contradictory 

‘ to those’ who don’t understand wrestling. Those who 
make their living at the sport understand without being 
able to explain. As Rick Martel has said, “After beating 
Wanz, Bockwinkel looked invincible.

When Martel wrestles 
for the AWA title, one senses he expects to win. 

Rick is a superb athlete perhaps still a year away from 
his peak. If he has any fault, it is the impatience of youth. 
Bockwinkel has escaped his holds time and again when 
Rick rushes to get the pin. Both Heenan and Bockwinkel 
realize that as soon as Rick can control his enthusiasm, 
the AWA title could very easily switch hands. 

It is Rick’s speed that most confounds Bockwinkel. 
Nick is a professional, able to handle the powerful oppo- 
nents; he may be the best in the world at turning a man’s 
strength against himself. Rick’s liquid moves tend to con- 
fuse Bockwinkel; he is always half a second behind. In 
wrestling, that time could be fatal. 

Rick’s popularity also works in his favor. Bockwinkel is 
used to crowds cheering for his opponent, but the adora- 
tion fans feel for Rick is something special. Nick will 
never become accustomed to that outpouring of affection. 
The delighted cheers rattle Nick more than he cares to 
admit, and that could make the difference in a close 
match. 
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#2—HULK HOGAN 





If one needed to name Hogan’s most important 
attribute, it would have to be his unpredictability. Despite 
his awesome size and strength (Hogan stands 6’8” and 
weighs 320 pounds), analysts are most impressed by his 
ability to execute the unexpected. 

Hogan uses maneuvers no man has ever attempted. 
Maneuvers only a wondrously conditioned grappler could 
attempt. Even top.wrestlers admit they would be ex- 
hausted or crippled trying to copy Hogan’s routine. Of 
course, only a man of Hogan’s immense size and strength 
would dare use those strategies. Heenan has admitted 
staying up nights trying to figure out the rhyme and 
reason to Hogan’s unorthodox methods, 

Fans, naturally, are awed by Hogan’s size and strength. 
He is among the most powerful men in the sport. As he 
is able to use this strength to its optimum effectiveness, 
he is very dangerous to any opponent. Bockwinkel is 
indeed fortunate that he is brilliant at countering an 
opponent’s strength. Many experts believe Hogan could 
defeat any challenger on the horizon if he won the belt. 
Bockwinkel, they say, should be his toughest opponent.

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#3—JERRY LAWLER 





If one was to choose the most cunning man in the 
AWA, the choice would be Jerry Lawler. He is the kind 
of wrestler who is never caught offguard. Even new strate- 
gies don’t confound him. Someone once said, “Lawler 
won't battle for the AWA belt. He'll.con his way to the 
title.” 

Some believe that of all the top challengers, Jerry has 
the least natural ability. Whatever he has won has been 
earned. Willpower has made him into a leading con- 
tender. He is a better grappler than nature ever intended 
him to be, 

Don’t be confused by Lawler’s seeming arrogance and 
casual attitude. That’s his way of keeping the fans and 
opponents confused. He works very hard at his craft. Ask 
Heenan. The manager knows it takes flawless execution 
to defeat Lawler. Heenan has said no one can be smarter 
than Lawler. The only way to beat him is to be better. 
Wrestling insiders believe Bockwinkel works harder to 
prepare for Lawler than for any other opponent. He has 
no choice in the matter. Bockwinkel’s mental concentra- 
tion must be at its sharpest for Lawler. Any fatigue could 
mean disaster. 

Heenan has more respect for Lawler than for any other 
contender. 








#4—WAHOO McDANIEL 





If every wrestling match lasted at least two days and 
there were no referees, Wahoo McDaniel would be the 
undisputed champion of the world. The man has the 
power and stamina of Niagara Falls. He may not be 
pretty, but he’s a relentless competitor. 

Wahoo is always a threat, but Bockwinkel doesn’t fear 
him a great deal. This is a mistake on Bockwinkel’s part, 
as Wahoo’s ferocity can be explosive. Nick reasons that 
he is best against men who rely totally on their power, 
and Wahoo wrestles with the sensibilities of a bull. He 
can employ complex strategies but rarely can stick to 
them through an entire match. The man is a brawler, 
perhaps the best of that breed. Bockwinkel should never 
be complacent against the best of any type of wrestler. 
McDaniel’s best chance at taking the title will be if 
Bockwinkel fails to take Wahoo seriously. 

Bockwinkel’s best chance against Wahoo is to taunt 
him into getting disqualified. That’s a painful way to keep 
the title, but Nick has already shown himself willing to 
make that sacrifice. If McDaniel can keep his temper, for 
what might be the only time in his career, he could take 
the AWA title. Everyone agrees Wahoo is the man most 
responsible for keeping him from realizing his goal.

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#5—KEN PATERA 





Considered one of Bockwinkel’s closest professional 
friends, Ken Patera seems an unlikely challenger for the 
AWA title. Those who felt that failed to reckon with 
Patera’s ambition. 

Recently, Ken has demanded a title shot against Bock- 
winkel. This has caused considerable trouble. Both are 
managed by the same man, Bobby Heenan. If a title shot 
is in the offing, Heenan would have to choose between 
his two wrestlers. Everyone assumes he will be in Bock- 
winkel’s comer. This may mean a temporary or perma- 
nent rift between Heenan and Patera, the consequences 
of which are sure to be violent. At the same time, 
Heenan may hesitate to illegally savage Patera as Bobby 
has been known to do against Nick’s other opponents. 
Most analysts feel, however, that Heenan’s loyalties to 
Bockwinkel and his greed for the AWA belt will compel 
him to brutalize Patera as he would any other hapless 
victim. 

Naturally, Patera’s incredible strength makes him a 
feared challenger to any champion. No one doubts that 
he has the raw ability and drive to take the title from 
Bockwinkel. If he can bury his feelings of friendship for 
Bockwinkel, he could be the new champion. If that 
happens, it will be interesting to see who will be his 
manager, 





#6—JESSE VENTURA 





When asked about a challenge from Ventura, Bock- 
winkel said, “Jesse is strong, smart, and meaner than an 
ugly woman at three in the moming. He isn’t champion- 
ship material, though.” 

Most analysts tend to to agree with Bockwinkel, though 
all agree he has the potential to be a future champion. At 
the moment, his ego is greater than his ambition. The 
man has risked any number of victories by employing 
dangerous and difficult maneuvers rather than easily go 
for the pin. He wants to impress even more than he 
wants victory. The truly cunning opponent will wait for an 
opening and finish off Ventura. 

There is some speculation that Ventura wants to be 
managed by Heenan, but Bobby will only, at this point, 
advise him in an unofficial capacity. Heenan, insiders 
believe, doesn’t think Ventura will follow orders. Rather 
than commit himself to this headstrong athlete, Heenan is 
keeping his distance. Everyone agrees Ventura needs a 
manager's strong hand to stop his grandstanding. It 
should be remembered that even Freddie Blassie, one of 
the toughest managers in wrestling history, was unable to 
totally control’ Ventura. It is doubtful anyone can control 
Ventura. Until he wants to mature, Jesse will remain a 
very impressive challenger, a half-notch below champion- 
ship material.

#'Z7—MAD DOG VACHON 





When it comes to tough veterans, there are few as 
experienced and feared as Mad Dog Vachon. After years 
of being one of the sport’s most feared rulebreakers, Mad 
Dog has become a fan favorite. Affection may have made 
him a nicer person, but he’s still one tough brawler when 
he gets in the ring, 

Though most people don’t figure him to be a major 
threat to Bockwinkel, he always has an outside chance. 
He may be the only competitor with more knowledge of 
the sport than Heenan. Mad Dog can, when the occasion 
arises, wrestle with complex intelligence, but he rarely 
bothers. At this point in his career, he’s in it for the 
action and the fun. He may not even want the respon- 
sibilities of being champion. Most people agree he’d work 
harder at winning the title if it didn’t mean he’d have to 
be champion. 

Many people feel Mad Dog will be the man who makes 
it possible for someone else to win the title. The reckless 
veteran will batter Bockwinkel so badly that the next man 
who faces the champion will win. Mad Dog won't mind. 
He'll have enjoyed the brawl. 
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#8—TULLY BLANCHARD 





Although relatively young, Tully Blanchard’s ring style 
reflects the experience and knowledge of a veteran rule- 
breaker. When Blanchard steps into the ring against an 
opponent, whether it is a man of the precise skills of Mil 
Mascaras or a wrestler willing to brawl such as Mike 
Graham, Blanchard always makes an impression on both 
the fans and his opponent. 

Incredibly, Blanchard has yet to reach his peak as a 
wrestler. Several years ago, Blanchard shared an apart- 
ment with Terry Funk, which in turn led to Blanchard’s 
sharing of training sessions with both Tery and Dory 
Funk Jr. 

Indeed, many observers have compared Blanchard’s 
ring style with that of the Funks. This comparison pleases 
Blanchard, who looks back on the fact that both Terry 
and Dory Funk Jr. have held the NWA heavyweight title. 

Wrestling analysts believe that Blanchard might some- 
day be able to capture the AWA title but: that his volatile 
personality and ring style would prevent him from holding 
on to it for very long. 





Blanchard’s style, which was formulated while he was training 
with the Funk brothers, could lead him to a victory over Bock- 
winkel. But how long would it allow him to retain the title? 
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Blackwell uses his strength to lift Hulk Hogan for a bodysiam. 
But Crusher is an extremely versatile wrestler who could surprise 
Bockwinkel with an aerial attack as well. 
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#9—CRUSHER BLACKWELL 





This behemoth is one of the most remarkable athletes 
in wrestling history. A man of his gargantuan size is 
usually slow and clumsy. Blackwell is supernaturally fast 
for his size and moves with astonishing grace. He is also 
one of the most fearsome men in the sport. 

Blackwell is dangerous in many ways. Opponents fear 
his cruelty the most. The man is merciless, determined to 
crush the spirit from his foe’s body. Because he weighs 
474 pounds, the crushing could be liferal. Blackwell uses 
his bulk like a weapon. 

Analysts believe Blackwell is too cruel to be champion. 
If he had Bockwinkel in trouble, he’d rather torture the 
champion than defeat him. Crusher has been known to 
gladly accept a disqualification if he could send his foe to 
the hospital. “I'd rather see them get a stretcher for my 
opponent,” he’s said, “than see them hand a title belt to 
me.” 

Someday, someone will convince Blackwell that his 
cruelty is against his own best interests. Then you can bet 
Crusher will be quickly ranked number one instead of 
number nine, if he doesn’t head the ratings column as 
champion. 





#10—GREG GAGNE 





For too many years, Greg has labored in the shadow of 
his father, Verne Gagne. Verne was the most successful 
champion in AWA history. When Greg didn’t immediately 
equal his father’s legendary success, people assumed he 
didn’t have the stuff to be champion. 

Only those who can separate the two can fully appreci- 
ate Greg’s extraordinary abilities. He is swift, strong, and 
intelligent. He is also a scrupulously scientific wrestler. 
He’s like the man who would rather be right than Presi- 
dent; he wouldn’t want the title if it meant he had to 
bend the rules to get it. 

Over the past year, Greg has finally emerged as his 
own man. He has gained more confidence wrestling alone 
than he ever had before. Though he holds the AWA tag 
team title with Jim Brunzell, Greg has also begun to feel 
comfortable wrestling solo. The improved quality of his 
latest matches show he may still be several years away 
from his peak. 

Interestingly enough, Bockwinkel fears him a great 
deal. When asked where he would put Greg on a list of 
his toughest challengers, Nick admitted, “No lower than 
four. I don’t know how good he can be, and I'd hate to 
find out in a title match. Too many people have underes- 
timated Gagne for too long. I respect him. I respect him 
‘enough to hate him.” y 








Many wrestlers over the years have underestimated Greg Gagne 
because they have compared him with Verne Gagne. Greg him- 
self his a superb competitor, and Bockwinkel is very much aware 
of that.

our bouts were far from tranquil, 
we never put down the other or 
resorted to cheap, filthy tricks.

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HOUGH HE WORE dark sun- 

glasses, one could sense the 
fire in Magnificent Muraco’s eyes 
as he spoke on television about 
his upcoming match with WWF 
champion Bob Backlund. 

“For an hour” — Muraco 
screamed, referring to a match 
with Bob Backlund that took place 
in August of 1981. “For an hour 
we stayed in that ring, toe to toe, 
belly to belly, and abused each 
other. I'm talking abuse, brother, 
the kind of abuse that makes the 
sweat pour off of your head the 
way water pours over Niagara 
Falls. The kind of abuse that 
makes you angry, and makes you 
want to come back for more. 

‘We battled and fought and 
traded punches and blows and 
we kept going,’ Muraco contin- 
ued with drama in his voice as 
the television camera zoomed in 
for a closeup shot of his face. 
“You know what happened? Of 
course you know what happened, 
everyone knows what happened. 
We battled to a one-hour draw. 
Do you know how many times 
Madison Square Garden has 
seen a one-hour draw? People 
can't remember the last time 
there was a one-hour draw in 
Madison Square Garden. 

“But this time, friends, this time 
there will be a _ victory. Bob 
Backlund knows it. He realizes 
that he has never beaten me, and 
that realization is burning like a 
raging inferno in the depths of his 
very soul! He has to beat me, he 
has to prove to himself that he 
can defeat me. But he can't, and 
that’s a fact of life that will eventu- 
ally destroy Bob Backlund!”

interviewed, and the fact that he 
recently regained the Intercon- 
tinental championship from Pedro 
Morales served to strengthen his 
egocentric monologue. , 

But all questions of ego aside, 
Muraco is a sensational wrestler. 
He is able to devise brand-new 
moves on the spot to deal with 
virtually any situation that arises. 
Incredibly versatile, he is widely 
viewed as one of Bob Backlund’s 
most difficult challenges ever, a 
judgment that the one- hour draw 
in 1981 served to uphold. 

Muraco and Backlund’s recent 
match in Madison Square Garden 
pitted champion against champion 


in the kind of a match that, years 


from now, fans will be able to look 
back on and say with pride, “| 
was there.”

The two combatants started out 
in championship form. Both 
Muraco and Backlund decided to 
attempt to seize an early advan- 
tage.

Backlund and Muraco traded 
maneuvers and holds, using a va- 
riety of armlocks and headlocks 
on each other. Each man wres- 
tled to maximum capacity, holding 
back nothing in his repertoire of 
moves. 

Indeed, both Backlund and 
Muraco surprised many observers 
by utilizing the abdominal stretch, 
a hold that is seldom seen during 
Backlund’s title defenses. 

Several minutes into the match, 
both Backlund and Muraco had 
collapsed on the canvas. 

Referee Jack Lotz stood over 
the fallen wrestlers and began the 
standard 10-count. Several times, 
as Lotz approached 10, one of 
the two exhausted’ wrestlers 
would muster enough strength to 
attack the other man with an 
elbowsmash or a kneedrop or a 
headlock. 

Suddenly, Muraco exploded in 
an unexpected’ attack on 
Backlund, an attack that was 
halted only when Muraco hurled 
Backlund through the ropes and 
onto the concrete floor surround- 
ing the ring. 

As Backlund attempted to reen- 
ter the ring, Muraco knocked him 
off the ring apron and back to the 
concrete floor. Smug, self-satis- 
fied, Muraco was pleased that he 
was able to prevent Backlund sev-

Have you ever seen 
anyone better than me? Ever?” 

Though the desire is strong, 
it's impossible to turn away 
from Bryan St. John. He has 
that magnetism that is found in 
those who can back up their 


| bragging with accomplishment. 


His ego seems to power his 
ability. There’s a strange 
fascination one _ feels while 
watching him. It’s the kind of 
fascination felt when seeing 
any ruthless conqueror. 

Perhaps ruthless is the wrong 
word. He doesn’t hate his 
opponents; they don't figure in 
his world at all. To St. John, his 
foes are just tools to 
demonstrate his greatness. One 
might as well accuse a sculptor 
of hating his marble. 

A man like St. John requires 
no affirmation of his abilities 
from peers. If they agree, fine. If 
not, they’re consigned to the 
junk pile of ignorance. 

“How can anyone not 
recognize my greatness? It’s 
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like someone knocking a 
Michelangelo or the Mona 
Lisa. Can't be done. You gotta 
accept genius on face value,” 
said St. John. 

“Besides, most of the 
wresilers | meet have the brains 
of over-cooked broccoli.

John continued.

The Night Of The Mask 


L; WAS PUBLICIZED for 
weeks as the “Night of the 
Mask,”’ but it will forever be re- 
membered as the ‘‘Night of Deci- 
sion.’’ For it was on February 9, 
1983, at the Miami Beach Conven- 
tion Hall that The Midnight Rider 
defeated Ric Flair, but had to 
make a choice between the NWA 
title and revealing his secret iden- 
tity. 

Because of the enormous contro- 
versy surrounding the match (Flor- 
ida manager J.J. Dillon offered 
$50,000 to Ric Flair if he could 
unmask the Rider), NWA President 
Bob Geigel served as_ special 
referee. 

After the Rider won the match, 
he was ordered by Geigel to un- 
mask, in accordance with NWA 
regulations. The Rider, preferring 
to protect his identity, refused. As 
a result, Geigel returned the belt to 
Flair and declared the match null 
and void. As far as the NWA is 
concerned, the match never took 
place. As far as The Midnight 
Rider and Ric Flair are concerned, 
the match remains a grueling study 
in wrestling excellence. You can see 
for yourself on the pages that 
follow. 

But the ‘‘Night of the Mask”’ 
held much more excitement for 
wrestling fans. 

Global tag team champions The 
Fabulous Kangaroos took on for- 
mer champions Scott McGhee and 
Terry Allen. 

Mike Graham placed his Florida 
heavyweight title on the line in a 
scheduled match against Gorgeous 
Jimmy Garvin.

Still, Dory’s a 
proud man, enormously confident 
of his own abilities. Lesser men (in 
his opinion) winning titles must 
gall this talented wrestler. 

“Can you tell me how someone 
like Race stays atop the NWA?” 
asked Funk. “Beats the hell outta 
me. And a clod like Il somehow 
staying a fan favorite? Again, can’t 
figure that out. 

“My family traditionally ruled 
wrestling. Titles are my birthright 
and I'll be damned if any masked 
idiot stands in my way. Ever. I'll 
annihilate anyone trying to prevent 
me from regaining a title.

“How long you think Andre is 
gonna take this constant 
frustration?’’ asked one 
manager who requested 
anonymity. “‘He’s got an 
undefeated record and he just 
cant get a title. It’s getting to 
him. | think he’s moving to the 
day when he turns bad. | don't 
care what he says.” 

Consideration of professional 
wrestling s state if Andre turns 
bad is staggering. Going beyond 
an undefeated record and 
entering the horrible condition 
of bloody bedlam scares many 
wrestling people. 

“No one could stop him. When 
| think of all the times he held up 
when a guy was about to crack, 
and then think of Andre showing 
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no mercy, hell,’ saida promoter, 
“it's scary.” 

“Andre is one of the finest 
men | know,’ Dusty Rhodes 
said. “But | wouldn’t want to 
meet him if he turned 
rulebreaker. He'd whip and beat 
on a lot of people before he was 
through.” 

This combination of power 
and skill is called unfair by 
rulebreakers. As is often the 
case, their comments are 
viewed as selfish whining. But 
what if Bob Backlund com- 
plained about Andre instead of 
Superstar Graham? What if 
Dusty protested instead of Killer 
Karl Kox? 

“Once scientific wrestlers
